Mr. Velagoshoti stated that he had approached Mr. Ruderman and will continue to talk to him and the other vendors 
so they can all get along. He had told Mr. Ruderman that if there were any more problems to please call him, e-mail 
him or come in and visit him. He had not heard from Mr. Ruderman since their last conversation and thought things 
were better. 

Mr. Dunn stated he was glad to hear Mr. Velagoshoti approached Mr. Ruderman directlyand hoped they would 
continue to communicate about this situation. 

Mr. Greeley and Mrs. Mahon stated that it is something the Board needs to address. When Common 
Victuallers Licenses are given out, the applicant receives a list of conditions and theymustbe enforced. 

Mrs. Krepelka, Board Administrator, will forward Mr. Ruderman's letter to the Police Chief and request him to instruct 
the Police Department to take notice of the mid-day and afternoon parking infractions and to enforce the posted 
parking restrictions.

She stated she was thrilled to have it taken down on time when the 
contractor said it would be. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Sullivan where we would be disposing of snow and ice this wintersince we no longer will 
have access to the Symmes Property. She wondered if we could purchase a snow and ice melt machine. Mr. 
Sullivan stated he would look into the cost.
